After an experience acquired by the appointment (with the 
approval of His Excellency Earl Cadogan) of six inspectors for 
one year, the Board, so far back as the 80th June, 1902, sub- 
mitted to him their proposed scheme of permanent inspection ; 
but unfortunately he quitted office before this scheme had 
received his approval. 

After the appointment of Your Excellency, we, on the 10th 
October 1902, directed the attention of the late Under oec:^- 
tary to the scheme, and pressed its early consideration, as the 
appointment of Inspectors was a condition precedent to putting 
into operation the changes recommended by the Commission, 
and authorized by Parliament. 

It is unnecessary to advert in detail to the correspondence 
which ensued. It is sufficient to say that during the two and 
a half years which have since elapsed, the details of the scheme 

have remained unconsidered. . t it 

This result has not ensued by reason of the disa,pproval ot 
Your Excellency of the principle upon which we insist, and 
which we have so long vainly endeavoured to carry into effect. 
On the contrary, as stated in the letter of the Under Secretaiy 
of the 5th December, 1902, “The Irish Government was 
entirely in favour of a system founded mainly on inspeeW 
as distinguished from a system founded mainly on exami- 

^''^Youi- Excellency’s refusal to recommend the scheme to the 
Treasury rested on two grounds. In pe first mstence it 
was based upon the recommendation not being acc p 
by a proposal for reducing the expenditure for examination by

Assuming (as we stated in our reply) that leg’slation would 
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be necessary to give eJIect to the views of Your Excellency, we 
agreed to this suggestion, and accordingly proposed that pro- 
vision should be made for inspection during the then current 
year by the reappointment for that year of the temporary 
Inspectors who had acted previously to the submission of the 
scheme of the 30th June, 1902. This proposal was subse- 
quently sanctioned by Your Excellency, and there the matter 
rested till the termination of the school year 1902-3. 

On the 29th June, 1903, in anticipation of the commence- 
ment of the next school year, we passed, and on the 6th July 
transmitted to Your Excellency, the following resolution ; — 

“ That the Board desires to impress upon the attention of His Ex- 
cellency the Lord Lieutenant the great urgency of appointing permanent 
Inspectors as a necessary part of the reforms aimed at by the Act of 
1900 ; and further to say that it is a matter of supreme importance 
that the appointments should be made with the least possible delay, 
with a view to the inspection being carried out in a thorough and com- 
prehensive way, and with fairness to tlie schools. Tlie Board are of 
opinion that the sj^tem of inspection afiords one of the most valuable 
agencies placed in their hands by Parliament for improving the educa- 
tion of the country. They would also point out that under the Rules 
approved by His Excellency a portion of the School Grant is made to 
depend on the R/eports of the Inspectors ; and it will not be possible 
to carry out this provision unless the appointment of the Inspectors is 
made at an early date.” 

As we received only a formal acknowledgment of this resolu- 
tion during a period of upwards of three months, on the 27th 
October, 1903, we again invited Your Excellency’s attention 
to the resolution. 

In reply to this letter Your Excellency, by letter of 28th 
November, 1903, sanctioned the continued employment during 
the^year 1904 of six temporary Inspectors. At this time, the 
period during which Y’’our Excellency by letter of the 5th De- 
cember, 1902, had asked that the matter should stand over had 
elapsed, and as we were of opinion that such continued tem- 
porary appointments of Inspectors at a daily wage were inex- 
pedient^ and would not satisfy the- exigencies of the position, 
we declined to avail ourselves of this permission. Our objec- 
tions to such temporary employment were two — (1) because 
the best men could not be procured on those terms, (2) because 
prolonged experience acquired in the actual service of inspec- 
tion would be essential to perfect the system which we had in 
mind to adopt, and such experience could not be obtained by 
this makeshift temporary employment. 

Early in 1904 we were informed of the second ground of 
Your Excellency’s refusal, viz., that the question of establish- 
ing a system of inspection conducted by a staff of permanent 
Civil Servants would not be entertained until the parts which 
examination and inspection should play in the distribution of 
State aid in the schools had been settled. 

As this question could not be settled otherwise than by sta- 
tute, we considered it useless after such a letter to further 
pursue the subject so long as there was an intention on the 
part of the Government to procure such a statute. But such 
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a bill was not brought into Parliament during the last Session, 
and as we believe that any intention of bringing it m during 
the residue of the Ufe of the present Parliament has been 
abandoned, we are remitted to the position in which we stood 
in December, 1903. 

Under these circumstances we would respectfully aslr your 
Excellency to consider the_ details of the scheme submitted on 
the 30th June, 1902. In your consideration of it we would 
invite your attention to the fact that , whether the existing sta- 
tutes regulating the procedure of the Board remam unaltered 
or are amended during some future Parliament in accordance 
with the views entertained by Your Excellency, the results 
ascertained by inspection will remain factors in the determi- 
nation of portion of the school grant, so that m either event 
the appointment of permanent Inspectors will be essential. 

We have further to observe that however the change pro- 
posed may increase, it cannot possibly diminish the work ot 
the Inspectors ; and it is, therefore, impossible that it can in- 
volve any reduction in their number. ^ Consequently the possi- 
bility of Your Excellency’s views being hereafter authorized 
by statute cannot affect the permanence of the position. 

In conclusion we beg respectfully to repeat the statement 
contained in our letter of the 24th October 1902, that the 
existing Statutes apd Buies impose a legal obligation upon Uie 
Board Your Excellency, and the Lords Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Treasury, to do, within their respective powers, all 
that is necessary to give effect to the intentions of Parliament 
as evidenced by the Act of 1900, apd, inter aha, to ensure effi- 
cient inspection of the schools. Tins result cannot be arrived 
at without the. approval of Your Excellency and the Lords 
Commissioners ’of the Treasury of some scheme of mspectiom 
Whilst we have done all that in us lay to discharge our part 
of this obligation, the obligation so^ far as it rests upon Yom 
Excellency and the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury still 
remains undischarged.

The BimKE Memorial Prizes. 

A sum of aiouey, subscribed in memory ot the late XiiCiJAr; Henry 
Burke, Esq., Under Secretary to the Ijord Lieutenant, was transferred 
oy the Burke JMemorial Committee, on 18th March, 1884, to the Inter- 
jnediate Education Board for Ireland, who undertook to administer the' 
Fund- in accordance with the following Buies — (the sum funded is 
£1,222 18s. nd. Consols):— 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be apj)lied in paying three 
Prizes, one of £16, one of £10, 'and a second of £10 ; any surplus or 
deficiency bo be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in the opinion of the 
Commissioners, sufficient merit be not shown by the Candidates com- 
peting to justify the award of any or either of the Prizes, the amount 
of such Prize may be, at the discretion of the Board, withheld and added 
to the principal. 

IT. No student shall be qualified to receivethe.se Prizes except the 
children of persons who are or have been, in receipt of salary or pension 
in Ireland, paid out' of money derived from Parliamenta\y Grants, 
Rates or Taxes, other than members of the Naval or Military Services' 
not being also in Civil employment. 

III. The Prizes shall be awarded as follows: — that of £16 to the 
Boy whom, at the annual Examination in' the J.unior Grade among 
IStale Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the next ^Drecediug 
Rule, the Board shall adjudge to have obtained' the highest aggregate' 
of Honour marks in the subjects in which he presented himself foi 
examination ; One Prize of £10 to the Boy whom, in the same Grade 
at such Examination, the Board shall adjudge to have obtained the next 
highest aggregate of Honour marks in the subjccJts in which he pre- 
sented himself for examination; and the other of £10 to the Girl 
whom, at such Examination in the same Grade, among Female 
Candidates in the manner aforesaid, the Board shall adjudge to have 
obtained the highest aggregate of Honour marks in the subjects in 
which she presented herself for examination. 

IV. The decision of the Board shall be final and decisive in deter- 
mining whether the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the third Rule. 

V. The Board may deduct all expenses connected with the trust fi om 
the yearly income.
